Living  with  the  Shore 

More  than  one  transplanted  Florid¬ 
ian  has  paid  $150,000  for  a  beautiful 
condominium  with  a  sea  view  only  to 
learn  that,  to  keep  the  building  from 
becoming  part  of  the  view,  considerable 
additional  money  must  be  spent  to 
build  and  repair  seawalls  or  to  pump 
up  new  beaches  by  dredging  sand  from 
offshore.  Most  of  Florida’s  beach-front 
property  lies  on  narrow  strips  of  sand 
called  barrier  islands,  which  are  low 
in  elevation  and  subject  to  flooding 
during  storms  and  hurricanes.  Some  of 
the  construction  is  poor,  adding  to  the 
problems  facing  homeowners,  most  of 
whom  came  from  other  parts  of  the 
country  with  little  awareness  of  the 
hazards  of  beaches.

According  to  Deborah  Flack,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Florida  Division  of  Beaches 
and  Shores,  “you  can’t  talk  about 
destroying  Panama  City  Beach  because 
it  already  is  destroyed.”  Buildings 
were  erected  against  a  beach  that  was 
retreating  inward,  and  the  inevitable 
happened.  The  beach  disappeared. 

Panama  City  Beach  is  hardly  an  iso¬ 
lated  example  of  development  on  the 
west  Florida  shore.  Thousands  of  build¬ 
ings  ranging  from  simple  beach  cottages 
to  twenty-story  condominiums  hug 
the  coastline.  In  Pinnellas  County  and 
to  the  south,  these  buildings  are  often 
located  at  elevations  of  no  more  than 
five  feet— too  low  to  allow  residents  to 
ride  out  the  frequent  storms  that 
sweep  up  the  Gulf  Coast.  The  quality 
of  building  is  variable,  and  even  escape 
from  the  next  storm  is  not  feasible  for 
thousands  of  inhabitants  because  most 
evacuation  routes  are  across  draw¬ 
bridges  that  cannot  be  depended  upon 
during  power  outages  and  rising  seas. 

But  the  authors  of  this  book  point 
out  the  fact  that  the  future  of  living 
on  the  west  coast  of  Florida  has  its 
bright  spots,  too.  Some  sites  along  the 
shoreline  feature  relatively  high  eleva¬ 
tions  and  rows  of  protective  dunes. 
Furthermore,  informed  coastal  dwellers 
can  take  a  number  of  steps  to  reduce 
the  hazards  they  face.  Most  important, 
concerned  residents  can  form  a  major 
political  force  in  the  promotion  of  a 
rational  coastal  zone  management 
policy.  Living  with  the  West  Florida 
Shore  describes  the  recent  geologic 
and  cultural  history  of  the  area  and 
recommends  sane  and  safe  means  of 
living  with  the  shoreline  environment.
